Examiner thanks Ellen Evonsprekelsen at 303-894-6163 for communicated 
regarding application. However, examiner found the independent claims 1,14 and 27 
have been amended but did not contain including all of the limitations of base (object) 
claim and any intervening claims. In particular, 

Claim 1 must include the limitation of object claim 1 1 and intervening claims 2, 
8 and 9. 

Claim 14 must include the limitation of object claim 24 and intervening claims 
15,21 and 22. 

Claim 27 must include the limitation of object claim 37 and intervening claims 
28, 34 and 35. 

Examiner further acknowledged that applicant rep. had re-written six more 
independent claims 46, 52, 58, 64, 70 and 76 which contain all of the limitations of base 
(object) claim and any intervening claims. Therefore claims 46, 52, 58, 64, 70 and 76 
are allowed. 

Claims 59, 65-66, 71, 77 and 88 are allowed as being dependent on the 
independent claims 58, 64, 70 and 76.
